Government distributes its annual receipts 
under app ations of Congress to its 
creditérs. That is the way the money of 
the Government is distributed. It is dis- 
tributed to the army and navy, for public 
improvements, for rivers and harbors, for 
the great postal service of the country, for 
the expenses of Congress, for sustaining the 
judiciary, to pay the principal and interest 
of. the public debt and to pay pensions of 
soldiers and to other creditors of the Gov- 
ernment, and there is no other way for the 
Government to distribute any money ex- 
cept to pay it to the people to whom it owes 
money.

MR. SEWALL ACCEPTS. 


He Stands Squarely on the Platform 

ä Adopted at Chicago. 

BATH, Me., Oct. 7.—Arthur Sewall, Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Vice-President, has 
made public his letter of acceptance. In 
opening it he announces his adherence to 
the principles laid down by the Chicago 
platform, He says: 

“These principles have been of late in 
abeyance, but only because those whom we 
trusted to maintain them have failed to do 
so.

It should be borne in mind that this enor- 
mous deficiency in the supply of gold has 
occurred since 1873, when silver was demon- 
etized by Germany and the United States, 
and is conculsive proof that the constantly 
increasing demand over the supply is stead- 
ily and surely increasing the value of the 
gold dollar, for not even the most persistent 
advocate of the gold standard can deny 
that it is a universal law of commerce that 
prices are largely regulated by supply and 
demand. a 

It may be said that these figures are not 
correct, because it is not possible to coin 
more than is produced, but one has only to 
answer that it is done by the gold grabbing 
nations recoining the gold after other na- 
tions as fast as they get hold of it. 

Another fact which should be borne in 
mind is that nearly all of South America 
and Mexico, China, Japan and other smaller 
nations, which are now on a silver basis, 
will eventually be foraed to adopt the gold 
standard unless some strong nation like 
ours takes the lead in the emancipation of 
the toiling masses, and if that should hap- 
pen, the demand for gold will be so enor- 
mously increased that gold dollars will be 
worth 400 cents instead of 200 cents, as now, 
and correspondingly harder to get.
